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CHILD AND FAMILY WELFARE BUDGET BREAKDOWN

On September 30, 2014, your Board approved a motion by Supervisor
Michael D. Antonovich requesting that the CEO report back to the Board on the
breakdown of expenditures that support children and families, which includes all
impacted departments such as the Departments of Children and Family Services,
Mental Health, Public Health, Health Services, Community and Senior Services,
Probation, and the Los Angeles County Office of Education.

In the December 30, 2013 report, the Blue Ribbon Commission on Child Protection
(BRC) determined that improved child safety depends on identifying children who are at
the greatest risk for a serious or fatal injury and providing them and their families with
high quality, accessible, and appropriate services. Additionally, the BRC recommended
that the County can measurably and immediately improve child safety by requiring all
departments to target combined resources and high quality services, including
prevention services, toward children under the age of five.

As requested by Supervisor Antonovich, the attached analysis depicts the estimated
dollars expended each year, by departments, to support the children and families within
Los Angeles County. Based on this analysis, we have identified $7.7 billion in various
programs and spending that support children and families in Los Angeles County.
Attachment A provides the detailed breakdown by department, by programs along with
sources of funding.

Lancaster City compliance levels are within the established compliance rates for the month of July, which is
the first month of the fiscal year. Lancaster City minutes rose slightly above the standard to bring the
compliance rate to 103.08%. Unincorporated levels are within the acceptable range at 99.90%. Response
times to emergeant and priority calls are slightly above the acceptable range for the city areas, while
response times improved in the unincorporated areas on rountine and priority calls. Emergeant calls in the
unincorportated areas rose slightly to 10.8 minutes from 10.5 minutes in June. We are continuing our efforts
to reduce these response times by continually monitoring the deputies' logs and addressing any concerns

regarding extended response times.

BOARD MOTION OF SEPTEMBER 30, 2014, AGENDA ITEM 61
LANDSCAPE MAINTENANCE DISTRICTS

On September 30, 2014, Agenda ltem 61, the Board approved the transfer of the
operation of the Landscape Maintenance Districts (LMD) from the Department of Parks

and Recreation to the Department of Public Works and directed Public Works to report
back in 120 days with the following:

1. An assessment of the financial viability of each LMD zone.
2. A community outreach plan to share the findings of each District's viability.
3. A plan for sharing options with the property owners for maintaining LMD services.

We have completed an assessment of the financial viability of each LMD zone and
community outreach plan. A summary of the assessment is shown in Attachment A.

Financial Viability of Each LNID Zone

As shown in Attachment A, a total of 48 LMD zones were transferred to Public Works.
Seventeen LMD zones are in the process or have been transferred to its respective
City/Homeowners Association or dissolved. The following are the results of the
assessments on the remaining 31 LMD zones.

A total of 15 of the remaining 31 LMD zones are not in a financially sustainable
condition. A further evaluation is needed involving comprehensive field condition
assessments to determine the infrastructure rehabilitation or replacement needs and
detailed cost analysis to determine the required funding to achieve financial viability.

For the two zones that are projected to have a fund balance deficit in the next two fiscal
years ending Fiscal Year (FY) 2016-17, the condition assessment of each zone will
begin immediately and the community outreach will begin early in FY 2015-16.

For the 13 LMD zones that are projected to have a fund balance deficit between
FY 2017-18 and 2023-24, a condition assessment will be conducted for each LMD zone
at least 2 years prior to the projected deficit. This will ensure appropriate community
involvement in the process.

For those LMD zones that are in good financial status and require no action at this time,
the financial viability of each zone will be reviewed on an annual basis through the
annual Engineer's Report.

Community Outreach Plan

To enhance management of the LMDs, we intend to reach out to the community within
each LMD to involve them in the decision-making process regarding their options
through community meetings and public outreach. When a funding shortfall is projected
for an LMD, we will hold community meetings at least 2 years prior to share the
following information:

1. The condition assessment and the detailed financial assessment of the LMD.

2. The projected increase in the existing assessment necessary to maintain the
existing level of maintenance services.

3. The reduced level of maintenance services necessary to keep the existing
assessment unchanged.

4. Some level of service reduction with some increase in the existing
assessment to meet the desires of the majority of the community.

5. The option to dissolve the LMD zone allowing the property owners to
collaborate and maintain the landscaping at their desired level of service
using maintenance services they acquire directly from the private sector.

Plan to Share Options with Property Owners for Maintaining LMD Services

In addition to sharing options with property owners for maintaining LMD services as
outlined above, we also will be expanding the existing LMD website to provide the
public with general information for each LMD zone, including LMD zone maps,
description of the maintenance services provided, adopted annual Engineer's Report,
frequently asked questions, notices of community meetings, and staff contact
information for inquiries. We will have the LMD website updated by June 30, 2015, to
include this information.
